Familia, que se realizó de ma- 
nera simultánea en ocho ciuda- 
des del país. Este evento. patro- 
cinado por IBM se basó en su 
programa “Asociados con IBM 
en la educación”, que tuvo como

Why are Kerry and Bush ignoring 
California’s huge Latino vote?

Los Angeles — It's a well 
publicized fact that in recent 
years the number of Latinos eli- 
gible and registered to vote has 
steadily risen, causing both ma- 
jor political parties to stand up 
and take note. But with the 
presidential election less than 
five weeks away, neither party 
seems to think that this is an 
election where the Latino vote 
will matter much on November 
2, at least not in California — a 
non-swing state. 

But is it folly and short- 
sighted to think that way: could 
both parties be damaging rela- 
tions with the Latino population 
for future elections? 

According to the William 
C. Velasquez Institute (WCVI) 
Latino voter registration will hit 
an all time high 9.4 million in 
the United States. As of 2003, 
2.1 million lived in California. 
History has shown Latinos, 
much like African Americans, 
have traditionally voted Demo- 
crat, but the question today is 
will they keep doing so? 

One resident, out shopping 
with her daughter at the Target 
in Commerce said it was “ri- 
diculous” that the presidential 
candidates were not campaign- 
ing in California. “How can I 
know who to vote for if they 
don’t campaign here,” she 
asked. “If I don’t know some- 
thing about them by November, 
I probably won't vote. Or 


maybe I’ll go for the Green 
Party.” 

Voting for the Green Party 
candidate makes sense to Leah 
Ramos, a Lincoln Heights resi- 
dent who says it’s time the two 
major parties stop “pretending” 
they care about her vote. 

Ramos adds, “my brother 
went to Vietnam, but that war is 
over, I want to know about stuff 
that matters today, not 30 years 
ago. Our schools are all messed 
up and a lot of people don’t have 
jobs, why don’t Kerry and Bush 
talk about that? Have they even 
come to L.A.?” 

So why aren’t the candi- 
dates in California? The answer, 
to some, is simple — Kerry has 
the lead and Bush has little 


_ chance of catching him. 


In July, Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, DNC, Chair- 
man Terry McAuliffe said, “My 
job is to win the White House, 
so the reality is we won’t be 
spending a lot of time in Cali- 
fornia since we know Kerry has 


a large lead here.” Asked if 


that’s not shortsighted, espe- 
cially in terms of Latinos who 
during last year’s gubernatorial 
recall voted in larger numbers 
for the recall of Democrat Gray 
Davis and for the Republican 
candidate, Arnold Schwarze- 
negger than anyone had ex- 
pected, McAuliffe responded, 
“The Democrats are better for 
Latinos in all areas, education, 
healthcare, jobs, and the state 
party will be getting that mes- 


sage out, but right now we need 
to focus on November and those 
swing states that could deter- 
mine the election.” 

Luis Vega, spokesperson 
for the California Republican 
Party and Republican Congres- 
sional Candidate for the 31st 
District said, Republicans don’t 
take the Latino vote for granted 
and are working hard to get their 
vote. 

There is a Spanish language 
website, Spanish speaking 
people in the organization and 
we also walk door to door, Vega 
said. 

But talking to Latino vot- 
ers in the L.A. area you get a 
sense that they have not yet fully 
connected to the November 
election, although a growing 
number seem concerned about 
the possibility that we will be 
in Iraq for a long time and the 
draft might be reinstated. 

“TI have two nephews and a 
niece who are just out of high 
school. I’m scared they could 
get drafted,” said Ramos add- 
ing, “and I heard both Bush and 
Kerry think we should stay there 
(Iraq) and maybe even go to Iran 
or Korea. So what’s the big dif- 
ference?” 

And so with election right 
around the corner, Nov. 2, who 
the Latino vote for president 
will go to may be a sign that 
things are changing in party 
politics — if just ever so 
slightly.s=

Univision is the number 5 network 
in the United States, behind ABC, NBC, 
CBS and Fox. Of course, there is a differ- 
ence between these five networks. They 
all broadcast in English except for 
Univision which uses Spanish. 

The popularity of Univision is due to 
the size of the Spanish-speaking popula- 
tion. There are about 30 million people 
in the U.S. who speak Spanish. That fig- 
ure would place the U.S. at number five 
among the 23 Spanish-speaking countries, 
behind Mexico, Spain, Colombia, and 
Argentina. 

Itis pretty obvious to anyone paying 
attention that español has become a very 
important language in the U.S. Does that 
mean that we are a bilingual country? 

Actually, the U.S. is not bilingual, it 
is multilingual. Although English has 
been the major language for much of its 
history, many other languages have been 
part of America’s linguistic landscape. 

At one point, early in American his- 
tory, there was even some talk of making 
German the official language because of 
the great animosity toward the British. 

Even today 329 foreign languages are 
spoken in the U.S. Some languages have 
very small numbers of speakers. Ameri- 
cans have probably never heard of Zuni, 
Cushite, Amharic, or Hidatsa. Yet, 
America holds among its inhabitants 
speakers of these languages. 

Spanish towers over these languages. 
The Latino population in the U.S. is 
roughly 40 million and about 47% of them 
are Spanish dominant and 28% are bilin- 
gual. 

The use of Spanish is visible in all

El estudio señala que el inmigrante 
promedio paga desde $1 800 a $80.000 
dólares más en impuestos de lo que 
recibe en gastos del gobierno, exclu- 
yendo el uso de beneficios públicos 
como las carreteras. 

La investigación agrega que si la 
primera y segunda generación de inmi- 
grantes desaparecieran de California, 
cada familia del estado pagaría cerca de 
$300 dólares más en impuestos cada año. 

De acuerdo con este reporte, el 70 
por ciento de los inmigrantes son adultos 
que estudiaron en su país de origen, 
representando una importante fuerza 
laboral en la cual el gobierno estadouni- 
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areas of American culture. Major Ameri- 
can companies use Spanish to attract cus- 
tomers. AT&T and other phone compa- 
nies ask you to choose between English 
ad Spanish when you use a phone card. 
ATM machines ask the same question. 
Commercials by American and interna- 
tional companies are ubiquitous in Span- 
ish language radio and television. 

Inevitably, government services 
have become available in Spanish. That 
includes information but also driver's 
license tests in Spanish, medical care, 
etc. Ñ 

The increasing importance of Span- 
ish in the U.S. causes concern. Some 
people believe the U.S. is headed to be- 
come a fully bilingual country like 
Canada. 

The comparison with Canada does 
not hold water because the vast majority 
of French speakers are concentrated in 
the province of Quebec. Spanish speak- 
ers in the U.S. are scattered throughout 
the country although there are high con- 
centrations in California, Texas, Florida, 
and New York. 

In addition, French is the majority 
language in Quebec and education in 
French is available from kindergarten to 
university levels. You can become a doc- 
tor, an engineer, an architect, or a law- 
yer in Canada by knowing just French. 

In the U.S. it's another story. Al- 
though some education is available in 
Spanish in the lower grades, in colleges 
and universities, programs are available 
only in English. Thus the pressure to 
learn English is strong if you want to get 
ahead and join mainstream. 

English thus replaces Spanish in a 
generation or two among Latinos. A sur- 
vey of the Pew Hispanic Center found 
that 61% of Latinos born in the U.S. are 
English dominant, 34% are bilingual, 
and only 4% are Spanish dominant. By 
the third generation 78% are English

De esta manera, el 
crecimiento económico que registró 
California fue hasta dos veces más alto 
que el de toda la nación. 

Si estas cifras no convencen a los 
candidatos para incluirnos en su tercer 
y último debate yo invitaría a todos los 
hispanos de California a unirnos y rea- 
lizar verdaderamente un paro económico 
que reflejara de manera más evidente 
nuestra gran aportación no sólo al estado, 
sino a todo el país.

dominant and 22% are bilingual. The 
trend is clear. The movement toward 
monolingualism is inevitable. 

Spanish, thus, is no different from 
other immigrant languages. Hispanics 
learn English at the same rate as other 
immigrants of the past. 

Although Latinos learn English, the 
importance of the Spanish language in the 
U.S. will continue as long as the flow of 
immigration from Spanish-speaking 
countries remains strong. 

If the economy of Mexico and South 
America eventually becomes strong 
enough to provide jobs and opportunities, 
people will stay home. The result will be 
a significant rise in their purchasing 
power, which will add value to Spanish 
even if its role in the U.S. would dimin- 
ish. 

Whatever happens, knowledge of 
Spanish is very valuable. Americans 
would be smart to realize that and start 
learning it. See you in my Spanish 101 
next semester.

¿Crimen de odio? 

Lo prometido es deuda. Y por ello 
decidimos investigar a fondo los he- 
chos en los que tres mujeres indocu- 
mentadas murieron ahogadas en el Río 
Bravo, presuntamente cuando agentes 
de la Patrulla Fronteriza en Eagle Pass, 
Texas, las obligaron a regresar nadando 
al lado mexicano, cosa que, por supues- 
to, no lograron.

Gavia”, no ha sido para bien. Y por ello, 
las tres mujeres, dos hombres y un niño, 
salieron el pasado 20 de septiembre 
hacia la frontera norte. 

El 23 de septiembre por la madru- 
gada, alcanzaron la orilla del lado esta- 
dounidense. Y según los sobrevivien- 
tes, fueron sorprendidos por los ele- 
mentos de la Border Patrol, quienes 
luego de insultarlos y hasta escupirlos, 
les indicaron con sus lámparas el cami- 
no de regreso. El resto de la historia 
ya es bien conocida. 

Llegamos hasta Piedras Negras, 
Coahuila, donde hablamos con Ángel 
Ceniceros, Jefe del Grupo Beta de apo- 
yo a migrantes en la región. Nos ex- 
plicó que ambos sobrevivientes adultos 
fueron entrevistados por separado y que 
sus versiones coinciden prácticamente 
en todos los detalles. Algo que normal- 
mente no sucede cuando alguien está 
mintiendo. De igual forma, lo manifes- 
tado por el pequeño de 11 años, ahora 
huérfano, en el sentido de que ya se en- 
contraban en territorio mexicano cuan- 
do fueron obligados a regresar, en clara 
violación de los convenios internacio- 
nales firmados por ambos países. Qui- 
simos hablar con la patrulla fronteriza. 
Nos pidieron que enviáramos un fax 
con la solicitud, pero jamás la respon- 
dieron. Como tampoco han querido dar 
a conocer las grabaciones de cuatro cá- 
maras de televisión, colocadas en lo al- 
to de una torre a la orilla del río, que 
tienen un alcance aproximado de una 
milla y visión de rayos infrarrojos que

La verdad de los hechos ocurridos 
aquella madrugada, debió quedar 
captada claramente en las imágenes, sin 
embargo. a la fecha, la patrulla fronteri- 
za asegura que justo en el momento del 
incidente, las cámaras “dejaron de fun- 
cionar”. Demasiada coincidencia, ¿no 
cree usted? Periodistas veteranos de la 
región, como Lorena Carrillo del diario 
Zócalo, comentan que no se recuerda 
un hecho de estas características, por 
lo que algunos suponen que se trata de 
algún agente o agentes recién llegados 
a la zona, con tendencias racistas y que 
quizás puedan estar resentidos por su 
traslado a una de las ciudades más po- 
bres y olvidadas de Estados Unidos.

Reeve dejó un “largo mensaje 
telefónico” al demócrata Kerry. po- 
cas horas antes de que una imfec- 
ción le provocara un paro cardíaco 
tras el que entró en un coma irre- 
versible. 

“Se podía palpar el entusiasmo 
en su voz y estaba emocionado con 
la relevancia alcanzada por el de- 
bate sobre células madre”. apuntó 
Kerry en referencia al mensaje. 

Bush prohibió hace tres años 
la utilización de fondos adicionales 
para financiar la creación de nue- 
vas colonias de células madre. Los 
expertos apuntan a que su decisión 
ha frenado el avance científico en 
un campo que podría ayudar a en- 
contrar la cura a enfermedades 
como el Alzheimer.

briones humanos. ha Hevado a los 
grupos religiosos estadounidenses 
aoponerse rotundamente a su uso. 
Reeve consideraba la oposi 
ción de los republicanos “una vio 
lación de la separación entre Telesta 
y Estado en el debate sobre qué ha- 
cer con esta tecnología emergente”. 
El actor comparó en varias ocasio- 
nes esa postura con la negativa de 
los testigos de Jehová a aceptar 
transfusiones sanguíneas. Y confia- 
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que, creta. podría ayudar a superar 
las limitaciones de la condición hu- 
mana. 

Curiosamente. el personaje de 
Supermán que lo llevó a la fama 
ha sobrevivido al paso del tiempo 
porque consiguió trascender esas 
limitaciones. El “hombre de acero” 
que Reeve interpretó es inmúne a 
las balas y está libre de las ataduras 
de la gravedad y el paso del tiempo.

En unas controvertidas decla- 
raciones hace dos años, tres sema- 
nas antes de su 50 aniversario, 
Reeve afirmó que volvería a andar 
para su cumpleaños.

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Wal-Mart store to go up near Teotihuacan pyramids 


Mexico City (EFE) — U.S. 
department store titan Wal-Mart 
will be allowed to build a store 
on a lot near the world famous 
Teotihuacan archaeological site, 
Mexican government officials 
said. 

The Aurrera superstore, to be 
located some 1.9 miles from the 
Pyramid of the Moon and 1.5 
miles from the Pyramid of the 
Sun, “abides” by regulations and 
“the law.” said Manuel Cadena, 
secretary-general of the Mexico 
state government. which oversees 
the archaeological area, one of the 
premier sites in the Americas. 

Teotihuacan was the first 
great Meso-American empire, 
flourishing between the 6th cen- 
tury B.C. and the 7th century A.D. 

Cadena said the multina- 
tional has permits from city hall, 
the state’s Secretariat of Urban 
Development and the National 
Anthropological and Historical 
Institute (INAH). which means it 
would be illegal to try to halt the 
project. 

Raul Delgado. INAH na- 
tional monuments coordinator 
said that Wal-Mart had sought its 
authorization for the project. 

He said the Institute studied 
where the store was to be built and 
realized that it stood outside the 
archaeological zone, so they ap- 
proved the project. 

That zone has three sections: 
Zone A, a tightly protected area 
where the Pyramids of the Sun

and Moon, the Highway of the 
Dead and the most important 
structures of the ancient city are 
located: Zone B. which is home 
to the towns of San Martin de Las 
Piramides and San Juan 
Teotihuacan: and, finally. Zone C. 
where buildings are permitted un- 
der certain conditions. 

“Within those boundaries (of 
Zone C) is where the Aurrera 
company asked for the Institute's 
go-ahead and it has acted in strict 
accordance with the law.” he said. 

Regarding the archaeological 
items that have been uncovered 
in the area proposed for the store’s 
parking lot, which is 70 percent 


completed, he said an altar found 
there that dates trom 450-650 
A.D. will be covered for its con- 
servation, 

“A landscaped protective 
covering will be built that won't 
affect the structure underneath, 
since leaving it exposed would 
assure Its destruction by erosion.” 
he said. 

“It will be protected by an 
impenetrable superstructure. 
Whats important is the archaeo- 
logical and anthropological data 
the find provides, since it offers 
the chance to better know what 
sort of structures were put up on 
the edges of Teotihuacan. "<> 
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Mexican goverment to provide health 
Insurance for expatriats in U.S. 


Mexico City (EFE)— President Vicente Fox 
on Monday announced plans to incorporate Mexi- 
cans living in the United States into the govern- 
ment-run People’s Insurance plan, which covers 
health-care costs. 

“The objective is to give them full access to 
highly specialized medical services and protect 
them from the potentially catastrophic expenses 


of an illness,” Fox said at the inauguration of 
Mexico-U.S. Health Week in the central state of 


Guanajuato. 

Some 15 million Mexicans live in the United 
States, around a third of them undocumented. 

Fox said he instructed Health Minister Julio 
Frenk to “implement a mechanism to allow the 
gradual incorporation into a kind of People's In- 
surance for Mexicans residing in the United 
States.” 

The president said his administration is 
“implementing a strategy to prevent health prob- 
lems on both sides of the border.” 


Fox noted that 12.5 million families in 
Mexico receive medical care at the Mexican So- 
cial Security Institute, while another 2.5 million 
households are treated at the social security in 
stitute for state workers. 

In order to provide health care for remaining 
families, Fox said, his administration created 
People's Insurance. which will cover 1.5 million 
households by year’s end, up to 3 million in 2005 
and 5 million in 2006. 

The People’s Insurance is a policy that al- 
lows any family “to turn to any public health in- 
stitution and obtain the service they deserve as 
far as quality. caring and speed.” he said. 

Under the program, Fox said, health-care 
spending is left up to the citizens, who “through 
the action of turning to a health center, a hospital 
or demanding medical service, are marking to 
which institutions the budget should be di- 


rected. "<>

Segunda Parte 

La comida preparada durante 
la celebración de muerto nuevo, que 
es como se denomina Día de 
Muertos en la Meseta Purépecha en 
el estado de Michoacán, se ofrece 
primero al alma que se recuerda, 
para que aproveche el flujo vital de 
los alimentos en el altar, quedando 
la parte física para los familiares y 
amigos. 

La purépecha, al igual que la 
maya, es la cultura del maíz, por lo 
que en este producto de la tierra no 
sólo radica su valor alimenticio, 
sino también su valor cultural. 

Animecha Ke'jtsitakua - 

Ofrenda de Muertos 

Entre los alimentos tradiciona- 
les que se preparan para la cele- 
bración, se destaca la corunda lla- 
mada huaparikata hecha a base de 
maíz nuevo del año, que a partir de 
octubre se empieza a cosechar, 
dándole forma de una estrella de 
cinco picos, como si fuera una fi- 
gura geométrica. 

Esta corunda que también 
representa la estrella o el átomo di- 
vino del muerto, al igual que la flor 
parakatatsitsiki se relaciona con el 
enjambre de mariposas, que repre- 
senta el regreso de las almas. 

El pan de muerto, con diseños 
propios de las creencias de esta 
región, se elabora con la figura de 
un conejo —aguani— que repre- 
senta al hombre, ya que en San 
Lorenzo creen que el alma que es 
hija de la luna regresa a ella, el 
cuerpo físico retorna a la Madre 
Tierra y el espíritu al sol conocido 
como juriata en purépecha. El pan 
con figura humana — guapita — 
en forma de muñeca, representa a 
la mujer. 

Desde el día anterior al primero 
de noviembre en San Lorenzo, las 
señoras, parientes y amistades se 
amanecen preparando el chile para 
los nacatamales. A la medianoche 
se dejan oír las campanas de la 
iglesia anunciando la llegada de las 
almas. 

Los anfitriones sancochan el 
maíz en ceniza de leña para hacer 
el nixtamal y sacar al día siguiente 
muy temprano grandes cantidades 
de masa para los nacatamales, junto 
con el mole rojo de chile guajillo. 
La atápakua se condimenta con 
hongo, quelites, carne de res, y mu- 
chas veces se hacen a base de vege- 
tales, según el gusto de cada fa- 
milia.

El ritual de jimbankua o fiesta 
del muerto nuevo tiene como uno 
de los elementos predominantes a 
nivel familiar la colocación de 
altares y ofrendas. El altar es un 
lugar sagrado donde los vivos hacen 
presente su amor por los muertos, 
conviviendo con ellos en el recuer- 
do. En el altar colocan flores, perte- 
nencias del fallecido y ofrendas, 
actividad en las que participan los 
miembros de la comunidad. 

Al pie del altar el humo del 
incienso —copal— que se quema 
en brasa de leña en ceniceros de 
barro negro, aromatiza el ambiente 
limpiándolo de impurezas. Según 
Bertha Alicia Cruz, promotora cul- 
tural de San Lorenzo, los anfitriones 
recibían la ofrenda, la colocaban en 
el petate principal del troje — 
vivienda— donde iban concentran- 
do todo lo que llevaban los amigos 
y vecinos. A su vez, las señoras 
salían con dos o tres kilos de masa 
que previamente se había preparado 
para los nacatamales, además de un 
manojo de hojas de maíz, apatakua 
de mole rojo, carne de res y cebolla 
picada. Como retribución a la 
ofrenda de frutas, le daban estos 
condimentos a la visitante para que 
ella hiciera sus nacatamales. Esta 
costumbre continúa dándose el pri- 
mero de noviembre, ya que en los 
hogares donde hay una fiesta se 
observa un desfile permanente de 
señoras que van a festejar al muerto 
del año. 

Era costumbre en este pueblo 
que los niños fueran a las casas 
llevando manojos de flores para 
contribuir en la celebración. Desde 
temprano en la mañana se organiza- 
ban los grupos de chiquillos para 
recorrer los campos y cerros reco- 
giendo flores que ofrecían para el 
arco que se hace y adorna en las 
casas la noche del primero de no- 
viembre. 

Los niños siguen participando, 
aunque la actividad de ellos ya no 
tiene el atractivo como antes. 

El arco floral 

En la tarde del primero de 
noviembre, los hombres que acuden 
a la casa de la fiesta se encargan de 
diseñar el arco floral, el cual es 
distintivo de San Lorenzo, ya que 
el semicírculo significa que la 
muerte es una expresión de naci- 
miento hacia otra dimensión. Este 
semicírculo lleva alas, por la 
creencia que el muerto se convierte 
en un ser alado que vuela con su 
ángel guardián hacia la dimensión 
de los desencarnados. 

El arco se adorna con las flores 
tradicionales y se cuelgan de él 
frutas de la temporada, así como la 


' ¿Para hospedarse en Uruapan está 
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huaparikata, envuelta en las hojas 
del maíz; ochepo que es una comida 
dulce preparada con elote molido 
mezclado con dulce de piloncillo y 
canela envuelto también en hojas de 
elote; gorditas de elote sazonadas 
con dulce y los nacatamales. 

A los costados de las alas del 
arco colocan velas mientras que en 
la parte superior sobresale una cruz. 
Entre las siete y diez de la noche 
velan los familiares en el cemen- 
terio, con el arco ya puesto sobre la 
tumba. Llevan también todo tipo de 
frutas y comidas, tapadas con 
servilletas bordadas, al igual que el 
incensario y las velas. En el panteón 
se puede ver un panorama lumi- 
noso, lleno de flores, muy colorido 
por las servilletas de fleco y por la 
vestimenta de las mujeres envueltas 
en sus rebozos. 

Los familiares del festejado se 
concentran al pie de la tumba así 
como otras personas para recordar 
a sus antepasados. Los rezanderos 
desgranan las cuentas del rosario, 
encabezados por el alcalde que 
comanda a un grupo de ancianos, 
los cuales han fungido anterior- 
mente en la comunidad como alcal- 
des por un año. Quienes han ejer- 
cido como autoridad civil pasan a 
ser autoridad religiosa, con respon- 
sabilidad en las distintas celebra- 
ciones de San Lorenzo. 

Jimbankua en Charapan 

Al igual que en San Lorenzo, 
en Charapan, un pueblo purépecha 
muy importante desde antes de la 
Conquista, el altar se pone en la 
víspera de la celebración de muerto 
nuevo. Tanto los familiares como 
los amigos se encargan de hacer la 
cruz de madera, tallando el nombre 
del difunto en ella. Se usa única- 
mente la madera de ocote, que es el 
corazón del pino viejo llamado 
yarín en purépecha. Es un tipo de 
madera que suelta mucha resina lo 
que hace que dure mucho. 

Hay que anotar como algo 
característico de Charapan que esta 
labor se hace velando junto al altar. 
Al día siguiente, ya sea el primero 
o dos de noviembre, llevan la cruz 
al panteón. 

En el panteón se arriman todas 
las cruces alrededor de la capillita 
provisional, para que después de la 
misa que se celebra a las doce del 
día, las bendiga el sacerdote. 

En Charapan existe también la 
costumbre de elaborar arcos para 
llevarlos a las tumbas. En muchas 
de estas comunidades ciertos 
aspectos de la celebración son 
similares, aunque hay detalles que 
las identifican unas de otras.s>

Part Two 

The prepared food for the cel- 
ebration of the newly deceased in 
the Purepecha Plateau in the State 
of Michoacan, is offered first to the 
deceased, so that they may take ad- 
vantage of the vital flow of the food 
on the altar; the physical part is left 
for relatives and friends. 

The Purepecha, like the Maya, 
is a culture of corn, which is why 
not only the nutritional value of this 
product of the earth is rooted here, 
but the cultural value as well. 

Animecha Ke jtsitakua — 

Offering of the Dead 

Among the traditional foods 
that are prepared for the celebration, 
the corunda (tamal) called 
huaparikata stands out, made from 
a base of new corn that begins to 
be harvested in October, giving ita 
five point star shape, like a geomet- 
ric figure. 

This corunda, that also repre- 
sents the star or the atomo divino 
(soul) of the dead like the 
parakatatsitsiki flower, relates to 
the swarm of butterflies that for 
many represents the return of the 
souls. 

The pan de muerto (bread of 
the dead), with its own designs de- 
picting the beliefs of that region, is 
made in the shape of a rabbit — 
aguani — that represents man, since 
in San Lorenzo the belief is that the 
soul, that is the daughter of the 
moon, returns to the moon; the 
physical body returns to Mother 
Earth; and the spirit to the sun, 
known as juriata in Purepecha. The 
bread with the human figure — 
guapita — in the form of a doll rep- 
resents the woman. 

From the day before the first 
of November in San Lorenzo, the 
women, relatives and friends rise 
early to prepare the chile for the 
nacatamales. At midnight, the 
church bells ring, announcing the 
arrival of the souls. 

The hosts boil the corn in wood 
ash to make the nixtamal, and very 
early the next day they make great 
quantities of batter for the 
nacatamales, along with the red 
mole of the guajillo chile. The 
atapakua is seasoned with mush- 
room, green vegetables, beef, and 
many times it is made from a veg- 
etable base, according to each 
family’s preference. 

Community Activities: The 
Ke’ jtsitakua — Food Offerings 

The jimbankua ritual or cel- 

ebration of the newly deceased has, 


as one of the predominant elements 
at the family level, the placing of 
altars and offerings. The altar is a 
sacred place where the living show 
their love for the dead, co-existing 
with them in memory. Flowers, the 
decedent’s belongings, and offer- 
ings are placed on the altar, and the 
members of the community partici- 
pate in this activity. 

Hot wooden coals burn the in- 
cense smoke at the base of the altar 
in black clay ashtrays, aromatizing 
the environment, cleansing it of 
impurities. 

According to Bertha Alicia 
Cruz, cultural promoter of San 
Lorenzo, the hosts receive the of- 
ferings, and place them on the main 
mat of the troje where they would 
place everything that friends and 
neighbors bring. At the same time, 
the women come out with two or 
three kilos of batter that had been 
prepared earlier for the nacata- 
males, as well as a handful of corn 
leaves, and apatakua made of red 
mole, beef and chopped onion. As 
retribution for the offerings of fruit, 
they give these condiments to the 
visitor so that she can make her 
nacatamales. 

This custom continues on the 
first of November, since a continu- 
ous procession of women that go 
to celebrate that year’s dead can be 
seen in the homes where there is a 
celebration. 

It was part of the celebration 
in this town that children would go 


‘to the houses with bunches of flow- 


ers to contribute to the families. 
From the early morning hours, the 
groups of children would get to- 
gether to comb the countryside and 
hills, picking flowers for the arches 
that are made to adorn the houses 
the night of the first of November. 

The children continue partici- 
pating in that custom, although it is 
not as attractive as before, accord- 
ing to Bertha Alicia. 

The Floral Arch 

In the afternoon of the first of 
November, the men that go to the 
celebration house are in charge of 
designing the floral arch; this is 
particular to that population since 
the semicircle signifies that death 
is an expression of birth toward 
another dimension. This semicircle 
has wings, because the Purepecha 
believe that the deceased becomes 
a winged being that flies with his 
guardian angel toward the dimen- 
sion of the disembodied. 

The arch is adorned with the 
traditional flowers. Seasonal fruits 
are hung from the arch, as well as

the huaparikata, wrapped in corn 
leaves; ochepo, which is a sweet 
food prepared with ground corn 
mixed with piloncillo sugar and cin- 
namon, also wrapped in corn 
leaves; corn gorditas seasoned with 
sugar; and the nacatamales. 

Candles are placed on the sides 
of the arches’ wings, while a cross 
rises above the arch. Between seven 
and ten at night the families keep 
the vigil in the cemetery, with the 
arch placed over the tomb. They 
also take all types of fruit and food, 
covered with embroidered napkins, 
as well as the incense and the 
candles. A luminous panorama can 
be seen in the burial place, filled 
with flowers, colored with the 
fringed napkins and the clothing 
worn by the women dressed in their 
shawls. 

The family of the one being 
celebrated is gathered at the foot of 
the tomb as well as other people, to 
remember their ancestors. The ones 
who pray count their rosary beads, 
led by the mayor who is in charge 
of a group of elders, who have func- 
tioned before as mayors of the com- 
munity for one year. Whoever has 
functioned as a civil authority be- 
comes a religious authority, with 
responsibility in the different cel- 
ebrations of San Lorenzo. 

Charapan and the Tradition of 
the Day of the Dead 

Similar to San Lorenzo, in 
Charapan an important Purepecha 
town before the Spaniards arrival, 
the altar is placed on the eve of the 
celebration of the newly deceased. 
The family and friends take charge 
of constructing the wooden cross, 
etching the name of the deceased 
on it. Only the ocote wood is used, 
which is the heart of the old pine 
tree called yarin in Purepecha. It is 
a type of wood that oozes a large 
amount of resin, which makes it last 
a long time. 

It must be noted, as character- 
istic of Charapan, that this work is 
done keeping vigil next to the altar. 
The next day, whether the first or 
second of November, the cross is 
taken to the burial place. 

According to the custom, dur- 
ing the celebration of the Day of the 
Dead, in the burial place, all of the 
crosses are gathered together 
around the provisional’ chapel, so 
that the priest can bless them after 
the mass is celebrated at noon. 

In Charapan, arches are made 
to take to the tombs. In many of 
these communities, the customs are 
similar, though there are details that 
identify each from the others.s= 
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A traditional 
arch covers a tomb of a person 
who died the previous year.

Since 1972, UNESCO, the 
United Nations Educational, Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organization, 
has been carrying out the noble 
project of researching, selecting 
and proclaiming World Heritage 
Sites that are located in its mem- 
ber nations throughout the world. 
The sites are categorized as cul- 
tural, natural or, in come cases, 
mixed. 

In addition, in 2003, 
UNESCO’s General Conference 
adopted a new Convention for the 
Safeguarding of the Intangible 


Cultural Heritage. It went into 
force three months after being 
ratified by thirty Member States. 
Previously, in 1997, another pro- 
gram was created, termed “Mas- 
terpiece of the Oral and Intan- 
gible Heritage of Humanity,” and 
Mexico’s “Indigenous Festivity 
Dedicated to the Dead” was pro- 
claimed as such by UNESCO last 
November. Therefore, 2004 will 
be the first year that Mexico's 
centuries-old Day of the Dead 
will be an official UNESCO trea- 
sure.
